BERLIN, via London, Dec. 29.—The 
merchant submarine Deutschland and 
her sister ‘ships will carry on future 
voyages special mail at rates recalling 
those of the transcontinental post in 
America in the days of the forty-niners. 
A special charge of 2 marks (50 cents) 
for & post card or letter not exceeding 20 
grams (less than an ounce) in weight 
will be levied in addition to the regular 
internatiénal postage. A similar charge 
will be made for each further 0 grams 

up to a maximum weight of 60 grams.

It is alleged that 
Roberts’ show of wealth and luxury 
caused Mrs. Jones to become disloyal to 
her husband.

Jones was the witness, Abraham Frum- 
berg, counsel for Roberts, surprised at- 
torneys for the plaintiffs by producing 
many letters;couched in most endearing 
terms, which Jones had written to his

She got on the 
same train with her husband and made 
her presence known to him. In Detroit 
her husband got accommodations for her 
at the Y. W. C. A. Following Roberts’ 
suggestions, she said, she continually 
sought to make appointments with her 
husband and tried to renew their rela- 
tions, with the intention of defeating the 
contemplated alienation suit against 
Roberts. 

Last month, when visiting in Alabama, 
she said, a man introduced himself to 
her as Harry Henderson and stated that 
mutual] friends had suggested that he 
entertain her. They were together in 
Alabama, and when she decided to re- 
turn to St. Louis, ‘‘Henderson’”’ said that 
being a traveling man, with business in 
St. Louis; he would take the same train.

‘The Civic League today requested 


ence of representatives of civic organiza- 
tions in the city and city officials to 


discuss the policy, or lack of it, in the 
conduct of the office of Building Com- 
j missioner McKelvey, especially with ref- 
erence to smoke abatement. 

The league charges that the Commis- 
sioner had no defined policy and that 
the recent campaign for smoke abate- 
ment conducted by his department is an 
evidence to support their’ charge. He 
removed William Hoffman as Inspector 
of Boilers and: Elevators, who also had 
‘charge of the smoke inspéction of the 
city, and placed Alvin D. Réed,-a man 
not as cumpetent, in his place, the league 
sets forth, without considering the fact 
that an expert engineér is required to 
fill the office. 

The records of Commissioner McKel- 
vey’s office show that not as much has 
been accomplished in smoke. abatement 
this year as was accomplished last, 
year, the league heads say, and they 
ask that the Commissioner be. required 
to define his policy for the information 
of the public. 

Commissioner McKelvey, when-told of 
the league’s communication to the May- 
or, said: “Alvin Reed is a trained me- 
chanical engineer and also a stationary 
engineer, having served the Board 6f 
Education ‘in the latter capacity for 
many years to the satisfaction of the 
board. ; 


‘‘He took the examination for the posi- 
tion in my department before the Ef.- 
ficiency Board when Tom Rogers, the 
league’s pet, was in office. The board 
certified him to me with a percentage of 
nearly 88. 

“This department has no responsibil- 
ity with smoke-consuming devices. If the 
league will invent one that: is 80 per 
cent efficient I will be glad to recom- 
mend it and I’m sure operators of plants 
will be glad to use it. 

“All we can do is prosecute violators 
of the smoke ordinances and that is 
what we are doing. We do give advice 
to operators with furnaces or boilers 
which can be bettered by the installa- 
tion of appliances. There are no appli- 
ances, however, for smoke abatement in 
steam or hot-water plants or hot-air 
furnaces in the average home. The only 
thing these people can do is to use hard 
coal or coke.”

President Ripley Announces Road 
Will Be Ready for Freight 
and Passengers, 


A new railroad line between St. Louis 
and Kansas City, several miles shorter 
than any existing line; will be furnished 
by the extension of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe from Carrollton, Mo., to 
Mexico, Mo., to be built within the com- 
fing year. This extension, In connection 
with the Burlington’s present line from 
Mexico to St. Louis, will bring the Santa 
| Fe system, which will then have more 
than 11,000 miles of track, extending to 
the Pacific coast and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, into St. Louis. 

The Santa Fe’s total mileage is great- 
er than that of any railroad now enter- 
ing St. Louis from the West, and is 
the greatest among American railroads, 
except for the New York Central sys- 
tem, counted as a whole, and the Penn- 
sylvania system, similarly counted, The 
Santa Fe’s present mileage is 10,961 
miles, as compared with 9264 of the Bur- 
lington system, and 9578 of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul. 

Announcement has been made to the 
Business Men’s League, by President 
Ripley of the Santa Fe, that the road 
will be ready to begin St. Louwls freight 
and passenger business by Jan. 1, 1918. 

Parallels the Wabash. 

The Santa Fe tracks now parallel 
those Of the Wabash mist’ of the way 
‘between Kansas City and Carroliton, but 
the Santa Fe is two miles shorter be- 
tween those points. In building from 
Carroliton to Mexico the Santa Fe will 
further parallel the Wabash, but will 
shorten the distance several miles, not 
runriing 80 far north as Moberly. This 
saving, it is expected, will more than 
offset the present advaritage which the 
‘Wabash has bétween St. Louis and 
‘Mexico, its line being seven miles short- 
er than the Burlington. 

The Chicago & Alton will continue at 
‘least for a number of years, under ex- 
isting contracts, to use the Burlington's 
St. Louis and Mexico line, as at present, 
officials of the Alton said today at the 
Chicago headquarters. The Alton and 
Burlington now run a joint passenger 
service between St. Louis and Kansas 
City. 

At the Santa Fe offices in Chicago, 
it was stated that the Santa Fe would 
not come*all the way into St. Louis over 
the Burlington’s tracks, but would ac- 
quire termirials of its own. Railroad men 
said a further developement might be 
the extension of the Burlington’s St. 
Louis and Mexico line to Macon or some 
other point on its Hannibal and St. Jo- 
geph line. This would shorten the freight 
haul from St. Louis to western points, 
Which now goes around by Hannibal. 


Importance to St. Louis, 
Traffic Commissioner Coyle of the 


Business Men’s League said today that 
the entrance of the Santa Fe into St. 
Louis would be of great importance, in 
placing this city on a competitive basis 
with Chicago in the vast southwestern

Carranza holds that his Government. is

“What did you mean,’ Frumberg 
asked, ‘when you wrote, ‘Well, good- 
night, dear little girl, think of me al- 
ways and the time when we will be 
through with our difficulties and. shall 
be reunited never to part again.’ Did 
you mean that when you wrote it?” 

“Well, my wife had been writing to 
me and kept bothering me with letters 
and I wrote in that tone just to cheer 
her up,” Jones replied. ‘Besides, I 
wanted to keep her lined up on my side 
to prevent just such a thing as has 
happened in your getting hold of these 
letters.”’ 

All the letters were typewritten and 
several of them were more than two 
pages long. In one Jones wrote: 

“I wonder what you are doing right 
now. I bet you’re not thinking of 
someone as I’m thinking of you. I’m 
sure if you knew how bad I need your 
letters you’d see that I got one just 
when I need it most.’’

Joe Mount Asks for $600 Dam- 
ages to Car Sommer Wanted 
to Buy; Case Goes Over. 


John B. Holman, president of the 
Holinan Paper Box Co., and Paul 
Sommer, its former secretary, who 
has admitted a shortage in his ac- 
counts, met face -to face today in 


Justice of the Peace Rice’s court at 
1109 Chouteau avenue as witnesses 
in a $600 damage suit brought against 
the Holman company by Joe Mount, @ 
saloon keeper at 1315 Market street. 
They did not speak to each other. | 

Mount’s suit was for the alleged value 
of-an automobile which he offered to 
sell to the Holman company several 
months ago. Owing to the absence of 
Mount’s attorney the case was continued 
until next Tuesday. 

Holman alleges that Sommer went to 
him and told him Mount had an auto- 
mobile which he would sell at a low 
figure. The price seemed reasonable, 
Holman says, and he told Sommer to 
have the machine brought to the Hol- 
man factory garage for inspection. 

After looking over the machine, Hol- 
man said, he did not care to buy it and 
gave orders that it be returned to 
Mount. Holman alleges that in the re- 
cent audit of Sommer’s books he found 
that the company had been charged with 
$145 as a payment to Mount on this auto- 
mobile, though he had never authorized 
its purchase. Mount in his suit alleges 
that he received nothing for the machine 
and that it was badly damaged while in 
the hands of the Holman company. “ 

Owes on Another Auto, 

While in Justice Rice’s court today, 
Sommer was served with papers in a 
replevin suit brought a few hours earlier 
in Justice Gorman’s court by the Over- 
land Automobile Co. for $38.30 alleged to 
be due on an automobile which Sommer 
had bought on installments. 

Joseph Mount, the saloon. keeper plaia- 
tiff in the suit against the Holman 
Paper Box Co., released the attachment 
by giving a check for the amount al- 
leged to be due from Sommer to the 
Overland company. 

Holman said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he- had questioned 
Miss Margaret Holton of 4358 Maryland 
avenue, who was for six years assistant 
to Sommer, and who resigned a few 
days before Sommer’s recent withdraw- 
al from the firm. Holman _  yester- 
day gave out a statement to the 
effect that Sommer was more than 
{$7000 short in his accounts. The grand. 
jury is to investigate the case. 

Holman said Miss Holton, in answer- 
ing his questions, declared she knew 
nothing of anything wrong in Sommer’s 
transactions as secretary, but that she 
knew the condition of his books. 
She did not explain the latter 
statement in detail, but said she thonght 
that, if anything serious were wrong 
with the books, Sommer would tell Hol- 
man of it. : 

Holman said his chief reason for 
questioning the young woman was 
that she aided Sommer in making up 
the payroll. Holman charges that 
checks were “raised” after he signed 
them, ahd that the increased amount 
was stamped in with a check-protect- 
ing device. 

“Miss Holton would post the pay- 
roll on our books,’ Holman = said. 
“When the canceled checks came in, 
Sommer would call out the amounts 
to her. These amounts, in total, must 
have been considerably larger than 
the sums she had previously entered. 
The payroll was about $750 a month, 
and the checks that came back would 
be for $960 or so. One would expect 
an alert clerk to notice a diference 
like that. But she insists that she 
did not know of anything irregular.” 


Sommer Denies Raising Checks, 

Sommer, when questioned about 
Holman’s statements, said there had 
been no wrongdoing on his part, and 
that he stod ready to adjust any dis- 
crepancy in his accounts.

Everett C, Inge Who Told Bride 
of Month He Was Fur Sales- 
man Seriously Wounded. 


Everett C. Inge, 31 years old, of 372A 
Olive street, believed by his bride of a 
month to be a fur salesman, but in re- 
ality backer of a craps game, was shot 
and seriously wounded about 1 a. m. to- 
day in room 301 Imperial Building, Tenth 
and Pine streets. He told the police 
the shooting was done by robbers who 
stole the ‘“‘bank roll’ of a’craps game 
which was being conducted in the room, 

Inge staggered into Julier’s restau- 
rant at 208 North Ninth street, a block 
and a half from the Imperial Building, 
shortly after 1 o’clock and said he had 
been shot. Policemen took him to the 
city hospital, where it was found a bul- 


let had entered his back and lodged in} 


his right lung. 

He at first said he was the repre- 
sentative of a New York fur company 
rut later told that this was a subter- 
fuge to cover up his connection with a 
creps game. He said he was rhot by 
two men who entered the room and o*- 
dered him and three other men ‘ts 
throw up their hands. When he tried 
to escape through a door one of the 
men opened fire on him. 

Fur Company Sign on Door. 

Policemen went to the room in the 
Imperial Building and found a sigh 
‘New York Fur Co." on the door. Ir 
the corridor, weak from exitement and 
iiness, they found Roy Cornish, of 18 
South ‘lith street, who said he was a 
‘cown and out’’ gambler, formerly a* 
sociated with Tom Kearney, a St. Louis 
bookmaker. Cornish told the police the 
rcom was opened Monday night with 
Inge as the backer of a craps game. 
He said L. Simon, a gambler rented the 
recom, ostensibly as a fur agency and 
that two other gamblers known as 
“Pickle” and “Little Bob’ were con- 
nected with the game. 

Cornish said he, Inge, “Pickle” and 
“Little Bob’’ were in the gambling room 
about 1 a. m. when a buzzer in an ante- 
room rang. He went to the door and 
admitted two strangers to the gambling 
room where there was a regulation craps 
table. 

One of the strangers threw a quarter 
on the table and rolled the dice and 
won. Inge took two rolls of bills aggre: 
gating $160 from his pocket and laid 
the money on the table to show that the, 
‘*house’”’ had a bank roll. Cornish said 
that when the stranger started to roll 
the dice a second time Inge noticed thax 
the dice had been “switched’’ and ac- 
cused the stranger of cheating. The 
stranger then drew a. revolver and com- 
manded him and his companions to hold 
up their hands. 

Inge attempted to escape through the 
ante-room. The stranger fired at him 
and then grabbed the money from the 
table and fled, with his companion. 
“Pickle’’ and ‘Little Bob’ also disap 
peared. 

Many Games Started Here. 

Cornish said that since the closing of 
gambling houses in Venice many pro- 
fessional gamblers have come to St. 
Louis and started games. Usually, he 
said, they looked for a backer here. 
Inge, he said, was not a professional 
gambler, but had agreed to back the 
game in the Imperial Building. 

When Inge was searched by-the police 
a pair of loaded dice wag found in his 
pocket. He denied, that he had ever 
used them, vut gaid he carried them in 
his pocket as ‘“‘curiosities.’’ 

Inge’s wifé; who was Miss Emma 
Fasser, visited him at the hospital this 
morning. She expressed surprise whan 
told he had beer a principal in a craps 
game and said she supposed he was in 
the fur business. He left home about 
€:30 p. m. yesterday, she said, telling 
her he had work to dd at his office in 
the Imperial Building.

* Owners and B. M.'L. to Turn 
Over Property if City Can’ 
Operate It Under Charter. 


‘The Coliseum probably will be of- 
fered, debt free, as a gift to St. Louis 
if it shall be determined that the city 
has the legal power to accept owner- 
ship and operate or lease the property 


to an operating company. 

Practicaly all of the bonds issued 
by the Coliseum company have been 
surrendered: by their owners to the 
Business Men’s League of St. Louis 
with a view of turning the Coliseum 
over to the city. In the event. it is 
found the city can accept ownership 
of the property, and‘ will do so, the 
Business Mens League and the Coll- 
seum company will deliver all the 
‘stock and bonds to the city as a gift. 

The city would have to assume only 
the obligation of ground _ rent, 
amounting to $14,500 a ‘year, and the 
taxes, amounting to about $2200 a 
year more. If the property. should 
come into possession of the city it 
would be non-taxable. 

Theer is a difference of legal opinion 
as to whether the city could accept 
the ownership of the Coliseum. City 
Counselor Daues told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that while he had not 
made a close study of the question, he 
was of the opinion that the city could 
not accept thé Coliseum as a gift, on 
the condition that it be liable for the 
ground rent. P. Taylor Bryan, at- 
toreny for the Business Mens League, 


‘gaid he believed the city has ample 


power under its charter to take over 
the property. 

| Provision in Charter. 

The new city charter provides that 
the city shall have tMe power “to ac- 
quire or receive and hold, maintain, 
improve, sell, lease, mortgage, pledge 
or otherwise dispose of property, real 
or personal, and any estate or inter- 
est therein, within‘ or without the city 
or State.” 

It also has the power “to do all 
things whatsoever expedient for promot- 
ing or maintaining the comfort, educa- 
tion, morals, peace, government, health, 
welfare, trade, commerce or manufac- 
tures of the city or its inhabitants.”’ 

It was the belief of the framers of the 
new city charter that under these pow- 
ers the city could own and operate any 
scrt of an amusement enterprise for the 
benefit of the public, It is the expecta- 
tion of the Business Men's League and 
the Coliseum company that if the city 
should accept the property, it would be 
operated as a mat dance and 
nC Ne fale @ rented on, occa- 
sions pu en inments of vari- 
ous kinds and conventions. 

The Coliseum company is figs a 
deficit this year of $4000. Unless this 
deficit is met, the owners of the ground 
on which the Coliseum is-'hutit wil! 
foreclose their lease and take posses- 
sion of the property. It is the inten- 


tion of the McNeary brothers, who own 
the gneund, to convert the Coliseum 
into a garage if they have to take it 
over. The officials of the Business 
Men’s League say that the loss of the 
Coliseum would be a public calamity, 
and: that -no city: the: size of St. Louis 
could get along without a Coliseum. 
Other cities, notably Kansas City and 
Milwhukee, are very liberal to their Col- 
iseums, either owning an interest in 
them or remitting taxes. Chicago is 
buliding a fine municipal Coliseum. 

* The St. Louis Coliseum has never been 
a profitable commercial enterprise, 
From October, 1908, to October, 1915, the 
aggregate loss was $40,308.89. But dur- 
ing that period the Coliseum company 


paid in interest on its -bonds, $44,329.43, 


and in ground rent, $80,500. In 1910 the 
Coliseum company made a net profit of 
$10,000, and in 1911, it made a profit of 
$1400. The company has paid no inter- 
est on its bonds for several years. The 
owners, who have surrendered their 
bonds have relinquished their claim to 
interest. 


$145,000 Bonds Outstanding. 


There are $145,000 bonds of the Col-' 


iseum Co. outstanding, of which $100,- 
00) are first mortgage bonds, and $45,- 
000 second ‘mortgage bonds. Al! but 
$8(00 of the bonds have been surrendered 
to the Business Men’s League. Practic- 
ally all of the stock also has been sur- 
rendered to the League or is held by 
it. W. F. Saunders, secretary and man- 
ager of the League, said today that the 
stock and bonds were in such shape 
that the Coliseum ‘could, without any 
difficulty, be delivered to.the city debt 
free if the city would accept it. es 

The Coliseum officials think the. city 
has been rather severe on it in the mat- 
ter of taxes. For a time the city as- 
sessed the Coliseum rea! estate at $400 
a front foot, while assessing property 
across the street from it at $2 a foot. 
While the assessment has been reduced 
scmewhat in recent years, the taxes are 
still one of the principal fixed charges 
which the company has to meet. In ad- 
dition to the general taxes of $2200 this 
year, the city this year levied a spe- 
cial Mill Creek Sewer tax of $1016 
against the property, and a Locust 
street improvement tax of $1000 against 
it. The Coliseum Co. has a 99-year 
lease on the ground on which the Col- 
iseum is built.

|Last SECTION OF 20-MILE 
FRONT LEVEE 1S COMPLETED 


Digging of Canal and Building of 
Dike Alone Unfinished in $6,000,- 
000 East Side Project. 

The latest section of the front levee 
on the east side’of the Mississippi River 
has been completed at a cost of $270,- 
000.. The section is five miles long, and 
extends from the southern limits of 
Bast St. Louis to a mile south of Ca- 
hokia. The work had been in _——, 

more than a year. 

Werk of digging a canal and building 
& dike from the southern end of. the 
levee to the bluffs, a distance of four 
miles, is being started. The canal will 
carry water from the old drainage canal 
and several creeks to the river. The 
dike will be made of dirt excavated from 
the canal. 

The front levee extends north to a 
point one mile north of Mitchell, mak- 
ing a total length of 20 miles.

ACCOUNT OF VIRGIN BIRTH 
CALLED te TS 


Yale Professor Says it Is Not in Bible 
Text and Is Biblical Editors’ At- 
tempt at “a Good Story: 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2—At <he 
meéeting of the Biblical Savants at Hav- 
erford College, it was declared that the 
criginal manuscript of the’ Bible ° con- 
tained no foundation for the belief in 
the Virgin Birth; that this belief came 
about through the desire of biblical 
editors to “write a good story. 

Prof. Benjamin W. Bacon, of, Yale 
University made the statement when 
reading a paper entitied “The quota- 
tion in Matthew I, 23." The substance 
of his theme was this verse: ‘“‘Behold 1 
virgin shall bring forth a son, and they 
call his name Emmanuel.” 

Professor Bacon said there were two 
principal versions of the story, one that 


‘Joseph, as a natural father, begot Jesus, 


and the other, almost universally ac- 
cepted, of the virgin birth.. The Bible 
as now printed, he said, was the result 
of much working over by biblical ed- 
itors, and had through their various 
interpretations of the original man- 
uscripts, come into many confusions, 
Often, he said there was more of 
a desire to write a good story than ar- 
rive at the truth. That, Prof. Bacon 
believed, was how the virgin birth story 
came about.

A part of the Republican State Coni- 
mittee met in St. Louis this morning 
and a part in Kansas City, two calls 
for meetings having been issued, one 
by Jeptha D. Howe, who is promot'ng 
» contest of the election of Governor- 
elect Frederick D. Gardner, and the 
other by T. W. Hukriede, chairman of. 
the committee. 


A majority of the members attended |: 
the St. Louis meeting, which was held 


in the City Committee’s rooms in the 
Odd Fellows’ Building, and which was 
called for the purpose of considering 
plans to aid George Hackman, whose 
election as State Auditor is being con- 
iested in tho Supreme Court by Audito-: 
John P. Gordon. 

The faction in the committee affiliated 
sith Chairman Hukriede and National 
Gommitteernan Babler. has not been cn- 
thusiastic about the effort of Otto F. 
Stifel and Howe to induce Judge, Lamn 
te contest. 

Members of the committee said this 
rmorning that Hackman would be giver 
aid, and that the committee would a>t 
support the proposed governorship con- 
tert, but probably would put »othing ‘n 
the way of Stifel and Howe. 

The six weeks’ efforts of Howe and 
Stifel to bring about a contest of the 
gubernatorial election will, it is 
expected among Republicans, < 1lmi- 
nate tonight at a Republican dinner in 
Kansas City in an announcement by 
former Judge Henry Lamm that he is 
willing to institute the contest proceed- 
ings in the Legislature next week. 

Howe and Stifel have met with very 
little encouragement in St. Louis in their 
movement for a contest, and recently 
have been devoting nearly all their time 
to obtaining affidavits charging gross 
frauds in Kansas City. Howe yester- 
day sent letters to more than 200 Repub- 
licans in all parts of the State inviting 
them to a dinner in Kansas City to- 
night, when, the letter stated, Judge 
Lamm will speak on the subject of elec- 
tion frauds. 

Although Judge Lamm has said he had 
not determined whether to begin a con- 
test, Republicans believe that at the din- 
ner he will declare his readiness to com- 
rly with the urgings of Stifel and 
Howe. 

In Kansas City affidavits have been 
obtained from election officials and oth- 
ers to the effect that certain county 
employes were given an extra day’s pay 
on election day for voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket, that Republican judges of 
election in some precincts were required 
by Republican bosses to sign resigna- 
tions prior to the election, and that in 
one section of the city 2000 illegal names 
were left on the registration books, 

in Kansas City it has been charged 
that Republican ‘‘bosses’’ were in league 
with Democratic “bosses’’ and assisted 
them SeeereIection of Detiiotratic tati- 
didates. 

If the contest is filed the two houses 
of the Legislature will meet ir joint | 
session and will vote whether to ) crmit. 
the institution of the contest. If a ma- 
jority vote is for it, a joint committee 
to take evidence will be appointed. 

On a joint ballot the Democrats have 
a tmajority of 33. They can refuse to 
permit the contest.

Every Able-Bodied Male Citizen 
Held Liable by Federal 
Regulation Just Issued. 


DRAFTING 


Enlistment of Married Men or 
Others With Dependents Is 
to Be Discouraged. 


WASHINGTON, Lec. 2.—Every able- 
bodied male citizen of the United States 
between the ages of 18 and 4 years is 
now held liable for service in the na- 
tional guard in war time, without fur- 
ther act of Congress, by War Depart- 
ment regulations for the Government 
of the guard issued under the national 


defense act. 

In a circular prepared nearly two 
months ag0, but just made public, the 
Militia Bureau directs that, where a 
national guard regiment is called out 
for war service, a reserve training bat- 
talion to fill vacancies at the front shall 
be organized out of the national guard 
reserve and by voluntary enlistment. 

“Tf, for any reason,” the order con- 
tinues, “there shall not be enough re- 
servists or enough voluntary enlist- 
ments to organize or to keep the reserve 
battalions at prescribed strength, a syf- 
ficient number of the unorganized mili- 
tia shall be drafted by the President to 
maintain such battalion or lesser unit at 
the prescribed strength.”’ 

The language follows closely that of 
the national defense act, in which the 
unorganized militia is defined as includ- 
ing every able-bodied male citizen with- 
in the prescribed age limit,or those why 
have declared their intention of becom- 
ing citizens. 

Dependent Fa:ailies Problem. 

The national guard regulations, which 
will be amplified in great detail later, 
also strike at the problem of dependent 
families of soldiers, which has cost the 
Government several millions of dollars 
already through the border robilization. 

Recruiting officers for the nationa! 
guard are diragiéd to discourage the en- 
listment of matried men or those witg 
others dependent upon them. Such per- 
sons are to be accepted only for rea- 
sons jin the public interest; men who 
wish to become officers being the only 
class specifically excepted. 

It is provided in the regulations that 
no. officer of the guard hereafter shall 
be recognized as such under the defense 
act unless he shall have subscribed to 
an oath binding him to obey the orders 
of the President and of the Governor 
of his State. 

Appointments will be made on recom- 
mendation to the Secretary of War fron 
Governors or the commanding officers 
of State or territorial units of the 
guard, and after proper physical and 
mental examination by board officers. 


National Guard Reserve. 

Promotions will be handled in the 
Same Way, and any officer who fails in 
the examination as to his professional 
ability cannot come up for re-examina- 
tion within a year. After three years’ 
active service, or when the organiza- 
tions are disbanded, national guard of- 
ficers may pass into the national guard 
reserve. 

The reserve is to remain an unorgan- 
ized body in peace times except for 
temporary purpozes. It will be com- 
posed of men who have served three 
years in active organizations and whose 
enlistment contracts will require them 
to serve three more in the reserve un- 
less they prefer active service. They 
will hold the same rank in the reserve 


that they held at the time of furlough] 


from active service, except that, when 
drafted into the Federal service, they 
will report in the grade of private.

BERMANS RUTHLESS 1 SINKING 
WESTMINSTER, ADMIRALTY SAYS 


Declares Survivors Were, Shelled in 
Boats After Two Torpedoes 
Sank the Steamer, 
LONDON, Dec. 29.—-The admiralty has 
given to the Associated Press the fol- 
lowing statement concerning the sinking 
of the British steamship Weatminster, 

which was reported lost on Dec. 18 

“The degree of savagery the Germans 
have attained in their submarine policy 
appears to have reached a climax in the 
sinking of the Westminster, which was 
proceéding from Torre Annunaiata to 
Port Said, in ballast. On Dec. 4, when 
180 miles from the nearest land, the 
Westminster was attacked by a German 
submarine without warning and was 
istruck by two torpedoes in quick suc- | 
cession, which killed four men. The 
Westminster sank in four minutes. 

“This ruthless disregard ‘for the rules 
of international law was followed by a 
deliberate attempt to murder the sgur- 
vivors. The officers and crew while 
effecting their escape in boats were 
shelled by the submarine at a range of 
3000 yards. The master and chief en- 
gineer were Killed outright. Their boat 
was sunk. The second and third engi- 
neers were not picked up; it is presumed 
they were drowned. 

“The captain of the submarine must 
have satisfied himself of the effective- 
ness of his two torpedoes, yet he pro- 
ceeded to carry out, in cold blood, an 
act of murder which could not possibly 
be justified by any urgency of war and 
can only be regarded in the eyes of the 
world as a further proof of the degra- 
dation of German honor and morale.’’

Germany's peace proposal is undoubtedly sin- 
cere in the sense that Germany and her allies 
desire peace, but not peace at any price. The fail- 
ure of Germany to submit terms in accordance 
with the President’s request may be a diplomatie 
move to gain adyantage for Germany over’ her 
venemiés, but it offerd no advantage over the 
‘United States. . 

The German Government’s answer to the Presi- 
dent’s note gives advantage, even mastery, to the 
United States, rather than Germany. In assuming 
that the President’s note was a movement for 
peace and promptly asking the United States to 
call a peace conference, the German Government 
has placed her peace interests in the hands of 
President Wilson and has made him the inter- 

diary for peace negotiations. While seeking 
peate through the agency of the United States, 
Germany would be restrained from acts which 
would violate American rights or otherwise 
estrange this country or any neutfal supporting 
the peace movement. Both interest and moral 
obligation would. induce Germany to exercise 
extraordinary care, in the methods of warfare, 
to avoid acts which would interfere with the pos- 
sibility of peace or would excite hostility on the 
part of a chosen peace intermediary. What more 
conclusive proof could there be of bad faith and 
trickery than injurious blows on the part of a 
nation proposing peace against the nation through 
whose instrumentality peace is sought? 

The President’s note may prove to be a. skillful 
diplomatic move. It not only puts the United 
States in a strong position with regard to the 
protection of our rights and the promotion of just 
peace through the effort to learn what are the 
war objects of belligerents, but it makes us the 
leader of the peace movement and the conservator 
of peace interests. This is particularly true in 
the case of Germany, which is trying to force the 
office of médiater upon us. Germany seems to 


have tied her own hands against aggression.

TAXES MUST BE EQUALIZED. 

In denying.the power of the St. Louis Board 
of Equalization to change the State board’s valua- 
tion of St. Louis bank stocks and surplus funds 
the State Supreme Court did more than affirm 
the exclusive power and duty of the State Board 
of Equalization to equalize assessments and to 


fix the valuations of specified classes of property. 


It declared the actual money value of property 
to be the constitutional standard of equalization. 

The Court asserted ‘that uniformity of taxation 
on similar classes of property was the prime con- 
sideration in the Constitution, because it touched 
the question of equity to individual oitizens in 
levying tax burdens, but it affirmed the intent of 
the Constitution to fix as a standard of equaliza- 
tion the actual cash value of all property and the 
duty of the Board of Equalizatioad to adhere to 
that standard in equalizing assessments. No 
other construction can be put upon the following 
statement of the manner in which property value 
tions shall be equalized for tax purposes: 

1. It shall add; to the. waluation of edch 


class of property, real or personal, of each 
county which it believes to be valued below 


ite real value in money, such percentum as 

will increase the same in each: case to its 

true value. 

2. It shall deduct from the valuation of 
each class of the property, real or personal, 
of each county which it believes to be valued 
above its real value in money, such percentum 
as will reduce the same in each case to its 
true value. 

In all cases the board is to keep in mind the 
needs of the State and the rate of taxation in 
fixing valuation or percentums, but there must 
be equality of valuation. 

With this decision on record the State Board of 
Equalization has not a shadow of excuse for fail- 
ing to equalize taxation throughout the State. It 
has the power to do it, and the doing of it is a 
constitutional duty.

Gov. Major has very properly announced that 
he will not appoint three new,menbers of the 
Board of Curators of Missour! University until he 
has consulted Governor-elect Gardner. The 
three are to be named to fill the expired terms of 
C. B. Rollins of Columbia, Dr. J. C. Parrish of 
Vandalia. and G. L. Zwick of St. Joseph, all Re- 
publicans, whose terms expire Jan. 1. The Gov- 
ernor’s action is reassuring in the face of re- 
peated rumors that a clique of politicians is try- 
ing to seize control of the university administra- 
tion with a view to ousting President A. Ross 
Hill or to making a longer stay at Columbia in- 
tolerable for him. 

The university must be kept out of politics and 
out of the hands of politicians. To permit Dr, 
Hill to be sacrificed to gratify the spite of a few 
personal enemies would be a calamity to the 
State. In the last decade, particularly since he 


has been president, the enroliment-at the big/ 


schoo] has more than doubled, notwithstanding 
that the educational standards for admission into 
the technical and professional departments have 
been raised. Several new departments and two 
important divisions, the School of Journalism 
and the School of Commefce and Administration, 
have been established. 

The institution has been admitted to the Asso- 
ciation of American Universities, comprising 11 
privately endowed institutions and the 11 best 
state universities. It is one of the six state uni- 
versities admitted to the benefits of the Carnegie 
Foundation, a privilege that has not yet been ex- 
tended to its immediate neighbors, the universi- 
ties of Illinois, fowa, Nebraska, Kansas and Ar- 
Kansas. Nationally it is regdrded as one of the 
best organized universities in the country from 
the standpoints of both educational and business 
efficiency. 

Practically all of these distinctions have aloe 
won under the administration of Dr. Hill and the 
presént Board of Curators. Dr. Hill has been 
honored with important committee positions in 
all the foremost educational associations of the 
country. He has declined the presidency of an- 
other state university which has a far more lib- 
eral financial backing than Missouri has yet 
given to its own university—declined a higher 
salary that he might continue the work that has 
been so fruitful at Columbia. No other state in- 
stitution has done-so much to advertise Missouri 
throughout the country as the university has 
done. 

Against these achievements the enemies of Dr, 
Hill offer the pitiful accusation that, although 
he is a naturalized American, he was born. in 
‘Nova Scotia and is Republican, in political senti- 
ments.¥ If he is the right man for the place this 
cannot possibly matter: His record speaks for 
itself. 

Reorganization of the Board of Curators should 
be done with a view to enlarging opportunities 
for progress and continuing an administration 
that has accomplished so much. Combined study 
by the retiring Governor and the incoming Gov- 
ernor is required in a matter of so much impor- 
tance.
